Loxpor, June 18.—If Home Secretary Mat- 
thews entertained any doubt or experienced 
any feeling of uncertainty as to the effect of 
his warfare upon Commissioner Munro and 
his peculiar attitude toward the Police Depart- 
ment, there is no question that he is fully 
convinced by this time of the sharpness of the 
edged tools he has been handling. The Daily 
Telegraph is far from satisfied with the state- 
ment made by Mr. Matthews in the House of 
Commons last night that Mr. Munro’s resigna- 
tion was due to differences between himseif 
and the Chief Commissioner on matters of 
legislation and administration, and demands 
to know the real reason why a competent 
official has found it necessary to hastily retire 
from aposition to which he aspired, before 


he was promoted thereto as a reward for faltn- 


ful service. The Telegraph says ſt is unable to 
suppress the fear that the tacties employed by 
Mr. Matthews have been disastrous to the best 
interests of the Government party. | 

The Chronicle in a long article arraigning 
Mr. Matthews holds the Government to full 
responsibility for his acts. The Government, 
it gays, upon coming into office found the Met- 
ropolitan police efficient and contented, but 
ite chief endeavors in assuming control has 
menifestiy been to make that organization the 
most discontented body of men inthe king- 
dom, while its efficiency has bben impaired 
almost beyond belief. Several other journals 
pursue the same line of criticism and intimate 
that Matthews’ resignation would be far more 
acceptable than Munro’s. 

The Standard asks whether the removal of 
Home Secretary Matthews is not advisable to 
secure continuity of control at Scotland 
Yards,

that ir the resignation of Mr. 
Munro, Chief of the Metro- 
politan Police Force, is accepted the 
superintendents and inspecters, who keep 
the force together, will resign within a month.

Punishisg Lenden’s Postmen. 


Lowpox, June 18.—It has been decided to 
severely punish the postmen who attended 
the meeting of May 16, convened to discuss 
the methods of improving the condition of 
these usefel servants of the Government. 
Postmaster-General Raiges characterizes as 
mutinous the conduct of these Government 
employes, who, when off duty,claim the rigbt 
to act as private citizens and to be free to at- 
tend meetings. Mr. Raikes has demanded a 
written apology from the menand a promise 
that they will never meet again. This the 
employes refuse to give: One hundred ofthe 
senior men bave already been punished by 
reduction of pay and removal of good conduct 
stripes. There would bave been a general 
strike in the London Post-office last evening 
but for the firmness of the leaders of the 
union, who conferred with several members 
of Parliament. 


Editor O’ Brien’s Receptien. 


DuBLix, June 13.—Mr. Wm. O’Brien and his 
wife arrived at Kingstown last night, where 
they received a most enthusiastic reception. 
An address from the corporation was read by 
Sir Robert Heron. They then proceeded to 
Bray where another ovation awaited them. 
Mr. Edward Breslin, representing the town- 
ship, gave them a hearty welcome. While 
Mr. O’Brien was being honored in person the 
police were scattering a bonfire in Tipperary 
which had been lighted to celebrate his wed- 
ding. The people wer’ charged and clubbed 
by the police, and many were seriously in- 
jured. A pole surmounted by a green flag was 
captured by the constabulary and carried in 
triumph to the barracks. 


The Behring Sea Controversy, 


By Telegraph tothe Posr-DRrAron. 

Orriwa, Ontario, June 12.—A special meet- 
ing of the Cabinet was held yesterday regard- 
ing the Behring Sea controversy. In view of 
the fact that a number of the sealing schoon- 
ers which started from Victoria, British 
Columbia, for Alaskan waters had been armed, 
the Government reiterated its former injunc- 
tion repudiating any responsibility and cau- 
tioning the vessel owners, in view of recent 
developments, that they go North at tneir 
own risk. A prominent official said to the 
POST- DISPATCH Correspondent to-night that 
while not disputing the right of the British 
vessels to enter Behring Sea, the Government 
would not undertake to insure their immunity 
from arrest, after the threats recently made 
and through any indiscretion on their part 
will not draw the Canadian wuovernment into 
internationel complications. 


Canadian Woman Suffragists. 


ToRONTO, Ontario, June 13.—The first Cana- 
dian Woman's Enfranchisement Convention 
opened here yesterday. Among prominent 
advocates of the movement in attendance are 
Key. Dr. Anna Shaw, of Boston; Mrs. Me- 
Laren Brown, LL. D., of Cincinnati, and Han- 
nab A. Kimball, Md., of Chicage. Reports 
which were presented showed fair progress in 
the cause. Mrs. R. McDonald made an ad- 
dress of welcome to the delegates and then a 
number of papers were read, one being by 
Mrs. Isabella Ward Beecher Hooker and an- 
other by Rey. Thomas Webster, the octoge- 
parian advocate. Mrs. Ourzen gave a history 
of the mcvement in Canada.

ToRONTO, Ontario, June 13.—Society was 
excited last night about the elopement of 
Mrs. Smith, the wife of one of the biggest 
merchants in Toronto, ang Eddy Rutherford, 
who belongs to one of the very first families. 
He is a bachelor of 80. For some time back 
their intimacy was freely, spoken of, and 
when both were missing and no explanations 
given tongues wagged freely. A private dis- 
patch from New York, regeived last night, 
said they were both seen in that city. Mr. 
Smith bad paid no attention to the scandalous 
talk until the receipt ofthis message, when 
he at once started for New York. His friends 
say that he has not lost confidence-in his wite 
and that his object isto trace her actions in 
Montreal and Boston, where he understood 
she was visiting. 

Will Suppert the Programme, 


Loxpox, June 13.—The dissen ting Vonserva- 
tive members of Parilamentto-day were 
addressed by Lord Hartington, who express- 
ed the opinion that Lord Salis- 
bury’s proposals Offered the dest 
solution of existing difficulties and concluded 
by urging an undivided support of the gov- 
ernment. A long discussion ensued and 
much opposition was developed, but it was 
finally resolved to support the programme of 
the Government. 

The Tories have abandoned thelr proposed 
memorial in favor of an autumn session of 
Parliament. Thisaction is taken in conse- 
quence of the threatened resignation of Mr. 
W. H. Smith, the Government leader in the 
House of Commons. 


Salvation Army Stoned. 


BERLIN, June 18.—A serious riot occurred at 
Barmen, Rhenish Prussia, yesterday, owing 
to the entry into the city ofa band of Salva: 
tionists in spite ofthe strict prohibitory reg- 
uiations against Salvation army meetings. As 
the obnoxious visitors attempted to march 
through the streets they were set upon by a 
large crowd armed with sticks and stones 
which they used freely. The police protected 
the Salvationists and attempted to disperse 
the mob, but the latter stubborniy resisted 
and continued to pelt the ‘‘army’’ with 
stones, wounding several of them severely. 
The police finally putthe mob to fight and 
made a ahs wre of arrests. 


Suicide Manta in Viennese. 


Vienna, June 18.—An epidemic of suicides 
prevails in this city. Six persons endeavored 
to take their lives yesterday. Three cases 
proved successful. A girl was found in the 
room of a hotel with an artery completely 
severed. Another young woman, whose 
brother is charged with manslaughter, threw 
herself into the ‘Danube but was rescued, 
while athird female succeeded in polsoning 
herself because ber lover had left her. Two 
men shot themselves, one in the woods and 
the other in the great hall at the Singers’ 
Festival, while a well-known barber cut his 
throat in the presence of his customers. 


No Sentimest fer Annexation. 


Rocher, N. T., Inne 13.—Hon. Oliver 
Mowatt, Premier of Ontario, who is in this 
city on private business, was interviewed on 
the subject of annexation. He said: *‘There 
is mo sentiment for it in Canada. The 
election of Sol White’should not, as reported, 
be taken as an indication of a desire for an- 
nexation. White himself says he is for inde- 
pendence, not annexation. There is at 
present no great desire for achange in the 
political system of Canada, but if a change 
ever does come it will be independence from 
Great Britain, not annexation to the United 
States. 


Welcomed to Germany. 


Br, June 18.—When the North German 
Lioyd steamer Fulda arrived at Bremerhaven 
yesterday from New York, deputations of 
riemen from Bremen, Bremerhaven and 
Geestemunde were waiting to welcome the 
American riflemen of German birth who are 
to take part in the grand shooting match 
which isto be held at Pankow in July. Mr. 
Schneider thanked the deputations for the 
cordiality of their welcome. The Americans 
then gave hearty cheers for the German 
riflemen. 

Awaiting Extraditien. 


Sr. THomaAS, Ontario, Jane 18.—J. W. Parker 
of Burlington, Kan:,who had been committed 
for forgery, was released yesterday by the 
order of the Court. He was taken into cus- 
tody again, however, and will be brought to 
St. Thomas and the extradition proceedings 
will be begun again. It was the failure on the 
part of the prosecution to produce the 
original note forged that caused the first pro- 
ceedings to fall through. 


Poliée Brutality. 


Bertin, Jane 13.—During the fire at the 
Potsdam Barracks, occupied by the Hussar 
Guards, a workingman was arrested for some 
slight offense during the excitement. The 
man succeeded in escaping from the grasp of 
the policeman, but the latter pursued and 
overtook his prisoner, whom he assaulted 
with a knife, cutting open his victim’s stom- 
ach in afearful manner. The brutal officer 
came near being lynched by the populace and 
had to be locked up to save his lite. 


Milan Invited to Russia. 


Br. PETERSBURG, June 18.—The Novoe Vremya 
invites ex-King. Milan to spend a few days in 
Rusbia in order that he may overcome preju- 
dices and be enabled to work in the Pan- 
Slavist cause. The article has made a sensa- 
tion in view of the intention attributed to 
Russia to interfere in Servia, the inference be- 
ing that Russia desires to secure Milan’s in- 
fluence with the Servian army. 


Prince Albrecht of Prussia. 


BERLIN, June 138.—The resignation of Prince 
Albrecht of Prussia from the Duchy of Bruns- 
wiok, which was reported yesterday, is offiel- 
ally denied in Berlin. Nevertheless it is 
known that be has signified his desire to dé 
relieved of his duties, owing to physical in- 
firmity, and in some quarters the original re- 
port is still regarded as true.

Reports received by the 
Fisheries Department state that the mackerel 
have already struck In toward the three - mile 
limit. 


Servia and Austria. 


Bupa Pests, June 18.—M. Simitsch, the new 
Servian Minister, yesterday presented his 
credentials to Emperor Francis Joseph. He 
assured the Emperor that Servia was most 
desirous of beinge@n a friendly footing with 
Austria, and he hoped that any misunder- 
standing which might exist would soon be 
removed.

BERLIN, Jane 18 [It is reported that the an- 
nouncements of Gen. Du Vernois, the Minis- 
ter of War, relative to further military re- 
quirements, were made without the consent 
of Chancellor Von Caprivi, and that in conse- 
quence the resiguation of the War Minister 
may be expected.

WasnuixctTrow, June 13.—~Afterthe reading 
of the journal the House to-day went into 
Committee of the Whole on the sundry civil 
approprlatiou bill. 
Mr. Cannon of lilinois, said that the amount 
of app riation carried by the measure was, 
in round@humbers, $21,000,000. This was 818, 
000,000 less than the regular and special esti. 
mates. The sundry law forthe current year 
rovided  . for ao expenditure of 
. 000, 000. Tne apparent excess in this 
bill was largely accounted for oer- 
tain extraordinary items. Among these were 
expenditures for the lighthouse service, the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing, the elev- 
enth census, the irrigation survey, the library 
building, artificial limbs for soldiers, home 
for disabled volunteer seldiers, and aid to 
State homes. These amounted $5,000,000. The 
bill was liberal, effective and economical. 

Mr. Cannon then gave a statement on the 
attitude of the appropriation bills. The four- 
teen regular appropriation bilis as reported 
to the House aggregated an expenditure 
of $306,000,000; showing an exoess of 86, 
000,000 over the appropriations for the current 
year. This was nearly all accounted for in 
three bills—pension, $18,000,000; Post-oflice, 
$12,000,000, and naval, $2,160,000. The other 
$3,000,000 resulted from the expansion incident 
to the growth of the country. The 
only bill not reported to the House was 
the general deficiency bill, and this would be 
reported beforethe close of the fiscal year.

Much Damage te Property in Mokawk Val- 
ley of New York. 


Rome, N. T., June 18.—The heaviest rain 
for years fell here last night. The Mohawk 
River is bank fall, The banks are flooded and 
much damage ie done to growing crops.

m. and the villagers w aroused to 
rescue those in the coded = district. 
The Ontario & Western Rallroad tracks are 
covered with five fest ot water and the pas- 
senger depot is flooded. Oriskany Falls, 
twenty-two miles south of here, was flooded 
by the breaking of two ponds, four miles 
above the village. No llves were lost, but 
barns, saw mills, bridges, Ste., 
were swept away. Hop-yards were flooded, 
gardens plowed up by water and other dam- 
age done. E. B. Miller & Co. s woolen mill, 
and Hathaway & Reynolds’ cap factory 
were badiy damaged by water. Long 
ley & Davis’ woolen mill also suf- 
fered damage. The loss will amount to 
between $8,000 and $10,000, The damage 
throughout central New York will amount to 
several hundred thousand dollars. This fore- 
noon it was reported the Erie Canal bad 
broken inthe western part ot this city. In- 
vestigation showed that this was untrue. The 
canal overfiowed its banks, bat no damage 
was done. The rain fall for twenty-four 
hours, up to 9 a. m. to-day was 2.62 inches.

Those Belgian Glassblowers. 


NRW YORK, June 13.—Vernon H. Brown, 
agent of the Cunard Line, has written a long

A GAMBLER'S SPECULATION. 

About this time Oharies Johnson, a card 
player, gambler and will-o’-the-wisp, 
dropped into Duluth to see how many honest 
dollars his wits could make for bim and soon 
he became a well- know character about the 
town. He, too, became imbued with the be- 


net that Duluth would one day be a big and 


important city, so he applied for a section of 


Government land and took up 140 acres just 
On the outskirts of the city. He perfected his 
title and continued to make money out of the 
Sportive element in the little town. Then he 
uddenly made up his mind to go away. A 
noh of cattle was to be driven into Llinols 
and Johnson concluded to go with them. 
That wae the iast seen or heard 
of him in Duluth and no one knew what had 
ome of him, nor, perhaps, did they care 
enough toinguire. Johnson's judgment was 
. The property which he selected was 
well located, ana it is now In the very center 
of the city of Duluth. What ite value ia is not 
accurately known, butit runs well up into 
hundreds of thousands of dollars, and 
is an enormous fortune for any 
man who oan obtain possession of it. 
Many of the finest houses in the city are bulit 
upon it and stores and large enterprisers 
have made it worth enough to make fortunes 
for haif a dozen men. 
THE SEARCH BEGING. 

Some of the lawyers in the city have in the 
trial of cases Involving deeds to property in 
the city run scross this old title of Johnson's 
and many a one has had his eye out to dis- 
cover the owner and obtain session of 
the land from him, but it was a futile search. 
One firm, however, turned up with a deed last 
fall, and it was fled and recorded. Mr. H. R. 
Spencer is a prominent young attorney and 
an active, energetic young man. He did not 
think that the deed which was filed carried 
with ita good title to the property, because 
he thought that somebne had impersonated 
Jobnson and given a bogus deed, 
so with * keen eye to * big 
Speculation, he started out on a hunt 
for the old gambler.

A Statement That Tariff Legisiation Is Un- 
settling Values—Hew the Advice of the 
St. Leuls Dealers Has Been Verified by 
the Course of the Market—Dealers Ex- 
press Themselves on the Situaticen. 


Woolcan scarcely be sald tobe booming. 
In fact the market the past week was very 
quiet with a tendency to lower prices. It was 
predicted by many at the opening of the sca- 
son that speculstors were forcing the wool up 
to fictitious values and that before the 
season had advanced vory tar 
there would be a reaction and 
that the men who had deen buying wool at 
such fancy figures would suffer loss. This 
prediction may be werilfied, for already the 
market is less active than it was last month. 
Last winter was so warm that the sales of 
woolens were very light and as a result man- 
ufacturers were left with large stocks of 
made-up goods on hand. This naturally les- 
sened the demand for wools this sea- 
son 8 these made-up goods still 
remain to be disposed of. Still there has been 
a fair demand for wool and choice grades of 
the article meet with ready sales. There has 
been very little actual decline in prices, but 
the market is not so active in the lower grades 
of wools. Choice lots sell almost as readily as 
ever. The course of the market sustains the

ot the Western Wool Commission Co., said: 
The market this week is somewhat lower 
with a tendency to gostiillower. Neverthe- 
less ours is still the highest market in the 
country and will no doubt remain so for some 
time to come. Quotation prices are readily 
obtained, especially on good, bright stock. 
The manufacturers have withdrawn entirely 
from the market, showing that they have very 
little faith in the McKinley bill, in which the 
farmers and country are placing so much con- 
fidence. The Eastern buyers have also nearly 
all withdrawn as well as those who have been 
operating throughout the country, This is all 
due in a great degree to the con- 
tinued stagnation in the woolen goods 
trade, and there is comparatively 
little prospect of an improvement. 
The manufacturer seems to be in rather a 
hopeless situation, confronted as he is with 
large accumulations of stock brought over 
from two mild seasons and a consequent iack 
of orders, such as he gete being too low in 
price to permit of a profit at tne present price 
of wool. We again urge growers and dealers 
to send in thelr woo! at once, as values are 
still high, but may take a drop at any time. 
MR. WM. M. PRIOE 
of the Wm. M. Price Commission Co. ex- 
pressed himself as follows on the situation: 
% History has again repeated itself in the woo! 
trade this year. At the opening of the season 
medium Missouri and Lllinois wool sold at 
about 80. The tariff bill, the silver bill and, 
the worsted goods bill gave inflated ideas to 
the specuiative element, and prices steadily 
advanced until he was paid for choice 
clips. To-day the country dealers in Missouri 
and Illinois hold the larger part of the clip at 
full prices, while the choice clips in the West 
have been taken by dealers’ and manufactur- 
ers’ agents. Our market at present is ata 
stand.. Medium grades are taken readily at 
quotations, but the feeling is not so bouyant 
as it was during the latter part of May. The

WANTED IN LOUISIANA 


ARRIST OF DAVENPORT CLARK CHARGED 
WITH BILOTING- 


Treuble Between Negro Laberers and a 
White Overseer Which Resulted in a 
Fatal Fight—His Capture en His Arrival 
in This City—An Old Man Whe Accepted 
a Stranger’s Guidanee—Raided By 
Burglars. 


On the strength of a teldgram received 
yesterday evening from authorities at St. 
Joseph, La., Detectives Dotzman and 
Fagan boarded the steamer City 
of Arkansas «6 s00n as it tied 
up on the Levee at 2:20 o’clock this morning 
and placed under arrest a negro named 
Davenport Clark. The prisoner is 
locked up in the hold-over at the 
Four Court awaiting the arrival of the Louisi- 
ana officers, who huve been notified of his 
capture. 

Clark is wanted in Lonisiana for assault 
with intentto kill. From his own statement 
itseems that he with a colony of other ne- 
groes were employed on a big cotton planta- 
tion about ten miles north of 8t. Joseph. On 
Wednesday morning, four weeks ago, 
Isom Clark, the prisoner’s first cousin, 
had words w ith the plantation blacksmith, 
a white man. The blacksmith struck him and 
when the negro returned the blow, ran to his 


shop near by, grabbed up his shotgun and 
riddled the Dbiack man’s legs with the 
double charge. The injured man was taken to 
his cabin at once, 

The other negroes became greatly excited as

spread and refused to go to work. The black- 
smith became alarmed atthe hostile appear- 
ances and deserted his shop, taking refuge in 
the plantation store. Isom’s ‘brother, Steve 
Clark, called all oft his friends together 
and a regular council of war was held. 
Finally it was agreed by the negroes that no 
demonstration should be made until the true 
story of the shooting was iearned. In order 
to obtain this it was necessary to see the 
biacksmith, and Steve Clark went alone to the 
store for this purpose. It seems that he was 
met at the door bythe agent, Mr. Trimbull, 
who, without waiting to give him a chance to 
explain his errand, covered him with a re- 
volver and ordered him away from the place. 
Steve protested that his mission was one of 
peace and Trimbull refused to hear him. 

This was about 10 o’eclock in the morning.

the weapon te fire. He then shot several 
times at Trimbull, who returned the compli- 


ment. 

Neither of the men was hurt and both re- 
treated as soon as thelr weapons were 
— The store was barricaded bythe 
whites and the negroes armed themselves 
during the night. Rather than have any further 


troudle, however, the prisoner left the planta- | 


tion before morning and made bis way to New 
Orleans. There he obtained employment oa 
the ateamer Arkansas City and came north, 
arriving in St. Louis this morning as told. 

Clark Is badly scared and objects strenu-,; 
ously to being sent back to St. Joseph. He 
insists that on a fair trial he will be acquitted; 
but is fearful that the whites will lynch him 
before court convenes. He is a big, strapping 
black feilow, and quite intelligent. He says 
bis wife and family are still on the Glasper 

lantation. The uisiana authorities have 

en wired, but can hardly obtain requisition 
papers before next week. In the meantime 
Ciark will be held by the police ou the charge 
of being a fugitive from justice.

SHOT His SISTER, 


The Story ef the Shooting and Death of 
Margaret Buckley in New Leork, ö 


Dy Telegraph to the Fosr-Dur ros. | 

NEW York, June 18.—Eighteen-year-old 
Margaret Buckley died at 9 o’clock last night 
at 214 Jay street, Brooklyn, from a ball wound 
in the left breast which she received on last 
Wednesday evening. Her brother, James 
Buckley, 20 years old, was carelessly handling 
arevolver. The shooting, asthe brother de- 
elares,and as Police Capt, Campbell believes, 


was accidental. However,the police received 
no notification of the tragedy until 
a few hours before the girl's death, 
although the revolver with which 
the shooting was done belonged 
to Polloeman James Moore of the Bergen 
Street Station. Miss Buckley and her brother 
bave lived together since the death of their 
arents about four years ago, and were deep- 
y attached to each other. Bhe Was an e- 
dollent housekeeper, aud the ir apartments on 
the first Door ofthe Jay street house were a 
model of peatness. EN Buckley was 
steady and was prospering in his business asa 
peddler of fruit, owning three or four wagons 
and horses. Policemen Mooreand his sister 
were close friends of the Buckleys, and Miss 
Moore has lived with them since 
brother was appointed on the 
force about eight mosths ago. 
dore frequently visited his sister aud took 
his meals with her. On his last ien to the 
house on Wedneseay afternoon heleft there 
hbis.self-cocking, five-chamber, S82-caliber re- 
volver and his sister put it in the top bureau 
drawer, When Buckley returned from * 
work at about 6:30 o’ clock be found the revo 
ver and supposing as he says that u wes not 
loaded began to examine it. It suddenly went 
off. The muzzie was pointed towards his sister 
who wassitting in an adjoining room, an 
Buckley jumped up exclaiming; ‘‘My God, I've 
shot vou! The giri also jumped 
and although B slight scream 
her lips, she ald No., 
m not hot.“ The brother was at

soon bis sister told him that she felt a peculiar 
aln in ber leg and bis apprebension that he 
ad shot her returned, ben Miss Moore, 
who was absent at the time of the shooting, 
got dome, she examined Miss Buckley's leg. 
but could Gnd no wound, The girl, however 
became so sick that she had to put to bed 
and Caring the night she suffered much from 
nausea. In the morning ber condition be- 
came alarming, but it was only by accident 
that Miss Moore discovered the bullet wound in 
the left breast. There was only a siagie small 
biood stain on the under garment. Dr. 
O'Grady of Sands street was summoned and at 
ence pronounced the case hopeless, but ft 
was not untilé6o’clock last evening that the 
matter was reported to Capt. Campbell, When 
Coroner Rooney soon alterwards reached the 
house to take the giri’s ante-mortem state- 
ment she was unconscious.
